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Tuesday, April 19, 
NEGOCIATIONS FOR: PEACE WITH THE LATE 
; FRENCH EMPEROR. 4 
The Earl of Liverroor had formerly stated, that it be 
en thought proper by the Prince Regent, to erder certain do- 
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Lordsaips’ table, with a. view to some Parliamentary proveed- 
ing ov the subject. The events which had sivce taken place, 
however, had, ia the judgment of the Piioce Regent’s Mini- 
siers, reodered it anuecessary to produce these papers at pre- 
seat, especially as a new vegociation had actually commenced, 
which was fully expected to lead to a fucourable termination, 


Eat! Grey confessed he heard the Noble Earl with coosi- 
detuble sarptise, as be could net conceive why the papers in 
vestion showld nat be produced even now, The declaration 
of the Allies had been alreatly published. [¢ stated the groands 
on which the nezocistion had broken off, though net aliogether 
in such explicit terms as he could have wished, The documents 
which were to hate been produced along with it were not pa- 
pers coniaining ioformation on any new pointst they were 
merely intended to prove what the declaration statcd, to con- 
firm the allegnitovs made in that document, and to shew that 
the negociations. bad in fact brokea off, net through any want 
of justice or moderation on their part, but from the veprinci- 
pied ambition of the ruler of France.

Sin,—After a series of continual struggles and legal 
battles, we find ‘this Theatre settling into a quiet har- 
mooy;—the power that has long remained ahsolute having 
been at length forced to give way lo the claims of justice, 
has sunk inte a retired insignificance... How far the new 





' government of Mr. Warers may exceed the corrupt one 
: of Mr. Tayior, it is yet too early to decide ; but from 


the ficst symptoms it would: appear that little is to be ex- 
pected. It has indeed revived Cimarosa’s e GlOrazj e 
Curiaxj, which would augur well, but that it has been 
prodared with such an evident want of taste, and such an 


| ulter ignorance or carelessness aboul Roman castume, as 
| would scarcely be tolerated at the most contemptible of 


our Theatres. The scenery throughout i8 a wanton viola- 
tion of propriety, and has not. only placed M, Oraziv 
parading about in a modera drawing-room, but even deco- 
rated Rome with -huildiogs of Gothie Architecture, and 
others in the bad taste prevalent in France in the age of 
Louis the XLV. This indifference to appropriate scenery 
has been always one of the worst features of the Italian 
Opera, although the classical nature of the subjects de- 
wands gest peculiarly a due attentiva to it, The apathy 
and listless untoocenn of the higher ranks of fashion has 
perhaps been the. origin of. this neglect; but it would be 
desirale to see the Mannger pay some respect to the taste 
of a better order of spectators ;—those who visit the house 
fur its music, ils dancing, and its.scenic effect, with the 
delightful associations attendant upon them ; and one cau- 
uot help reflecting with some degree of shame, that we 
shoald give foreigners cause to spcak-with contempt of our 


_ barbarous disregard of propriety. 1t was thus that Madame 


De Srart was the other night condemned: to have all ber 
recollections shacked by the ridiculous. representation of 
her favaurite city, which, from the peaceable manner in 
which the audience received it, would justify her drawing 
most unfavourable inferences against us, 

The only novelty of the Opera was Signor Manzocat, a 
tenor singer, who has a soft and pleasing voice, but waots a 
purer feeling to direct it. Like most singers, be is af. 
flicted ‘with a mania for ornament, although lis voice bas 
hot sufficient flexibility to render it a matter of ease ; and 
he thus creates a ludicrous effect by labouring to execute a 
flourish, which. when finished is remarkab!e neither for 
beruty or novelty. His privcipal fault isa want of con- 
nexion between the parts of the air ;. every little quaver or 
turn seeuss to exhaust his lungs, and occasion a breathless 
pause befyre he recommences, which is destructive of all 
melody. t him remedy these defects, aod lie will be- 
some a useful addition to the company. 

The new dances are devoid of interest, and Mr. Dinecor, 
in the divertisement of ** L’ésie Saurege,”’ bys thrown aside 
all his intellectual refidement. “Jt represents an artist tra- 
Yelling anong savages in a barren island ;-—certainly no 
sgreeable ¢huice of subject fog'a painter ; and accordingly 
we find hity forgetting ‘his profession and turning dancer, 
by Which means he ceplivates the heart-of a young female, 
who is tharyied by a pair of castanets, which “hg very 
waturally im such a sittiativn cafries aboot with him.

sition ; but is designed without ang feeling for the subject, 
and is completely incoherent and incothprehensibles for 
the different scenes seem tu have as little connection with 
each other as those of a pantomime.
